eleven or twelve miles an hour, lie thought 
the entile went bettor than ever, his mind 
was occupied with a speedy termimntion to 
his journey ; he (ell* plated at tho idea of 
oulsirij)ping tho pursuers,— -for Jooy had dii 
crimination enough to pcrcHYo, at u glauco, 
th ut his passenger* wero run-away lovers, — 
end he went on pretty much lo his own sat- 
jsfacliun. As ho approached the inn which 
terminated (ho " long down/* Jooy, as usual, 
put his horses upon their medio, ond thoy, 
lisviinz noluiug but a fore, carriage and a 
young ladies* trunk behind, rattled up lo the 
door at a rate unexampled in tho nminls ol 
posting wiih all the little boys mid girts in 
tho neighborhood hallooing in their rear. 

It was not until ho drew up (•■ the inn door 
and alighted from his saddle, lhat Jooy dis- 
covered his dissslorv; end not .tug could 
equal the utter astonishment which his fea- 
tures then displayed. He gazed at the place 
where tho body of his chaise, his passengers, 
ond hind wheels ought luhavo been, for above 
a minute, and then started suddenly down 
(ho road on foot under an idea that ho must 
very recently have dropped them. On Bear- 
ing, a litilo elevation wm'ch commanded 
above two miles of tho ground over which 
he hnd conio, he found, to his utter dismay, 
thai no traces of the main body of Ma chaise 
wore perceptible; nor could ho dtscover his 
passengers, who had, as it appeared in Iho 
sequnl; been overtaken by iho young Indies' 
i friends. Peer Joey immediately ran into a 
neighboring hay-loft where ho hid himself, 
for three 'days in despair, and when dis- 
covered ho was with great "difficulty por- 
suoded by his master, who' highly esteem- 
ed him. to resume his whip, atid return to

The scene presented wa* most awful. The 
mail car was turned bottom side up, and was 
found lo be on fire, having taken fire from tlie 
hot stoves. The first passenger car was turn. 
ed on one sidi, with the front part burried in 
the waler of the creek, which had risen high 
in consequents of heavy rains. Io (his car, 
MtsS Urowu, of Toronto, daughter of Mr. 
Urown, senior, of the Toronto GlU# t was 
misMng. Afier most of the passengers had 
been got out of (he ruins, one of (he person* 
searching found a shanl, which he pulled out. 
He (hen discovered a human body, aod with 
the aid of the others dragged forth the body. 
•if Miss Urown. She had been drowned iu 
about three feet of stater ; and from a con- 
cussion on the head, she had evidently been 
stunned in (lie collision. Tbc second cur 
turned broad>tde to the train, and (he third 
ran right through it, about the middle, nearly 
cutling it in two. The third car was smash- 
ed up about one- third Us length, the seats and 
l»35*eii«ers being crushed together in one mass. 
Here Mr. Uronson, of New Bolton, Conn.. 
sal, aod bis bowels were torn open by splinter* 
of the seats. Some slivers of mahogany were 
extracted from his intestines by Ihe doctors, 
to-day. His entrails were literally rut into 
fragment!; and although he still lives his re- 
covery is impossible, lie is a maoofstrobg 
frame end iron constitution. He crawled out 
of the ruins on to, the track, lilerally holding 
iu his bowels with his hands. Fortunately tlie 
third car ju.nped so high* lhat it went through 
the second car above the heads of ihe passen- 
gers. Had it cct through a liluV lower dowo, 
several more would have been killed. 

From the nature of the accident, and coin 
plete destruclien of the cars, it is iniracu!ou% 
that out of b'l) or 70 passengers, so few were 
fatally injured.
